The Ethics of Physicians 


lu u repcotiontutivQ couventiou uf 


mB, liuld in May, 18-17, com- 


posed of ropruHoutiitiveb from every 
jtttto of tho Union, tliovo was ndopt- 
ocl with almost complotu iiuunimity 
a code ol ethics designed to proscribe 
the I'olutiouH, rnlca of procedure, 
courtosioH, privileges uml duties to be 
observed by the medical profession 
of the niition. 
'I'ho coilo adopted 


was, with but low niiiiujK'rtuut altera- 
tions, that which hail been many 
years approved by geuurul ondoreu 
inont iu Grout Britain, i'rancB ami 
Germany, iiud which in still accepted 
(IB the rule of action by physicians 
all over the oiviliHud world. 


The codo adopted by thin national 


convention in 181? him boen very gen 
ernlly made the rnlo of procedure in 
the smaller organizations of medicul 
men in the various states and coun- 
tiea of this country. 
The elemental 


principles upon which those rules 
wore baaed are precisely those which 
govern the intercourse unil action of 
gentlemen in their various relations 
to ono another and to noeiety in gen- 
eral. 
There in, in fact, nothing in 


tho oodo (except the etiquette of the 
profoHsiou) but a general statement 
of the mornl observances and cour- 
tesies of decency which ought to 
mark tho deportment of every gen- 
tleman. In order to correct ranch 
misunderstanding and to prevent 
prolonged and idle controversy, I 
will fc'ive the public an opportunity 
k> docido upon tho propriety of Ar- 
ticlo ], Section '6, of that codd which 
is hero given verbatim : 


"It ia i derogatory to thu dignity of tho 


profession to roHoii to jiublio advertise- 
ments or privntu uari1n or ImmluillH inyit- 
iiifif tho attention of jiurbouH all'uptucl with 
pjirtioulnr diHoiiBou— publicly oMui-ing utl- 
vino niul modioino to tlio poor tfratiH, or 
uroiuiohiK radical onr-un; or to publish 
oasiua and operations iu tho prints or suf- 
fer Biiuh publiontiuiiH to lie Hindu; to in- 
vito luymun to bo prraont :it operations; 
to boast oC oiiroa nud raineilio»; to uddnou 
oertitiuiitea of nkill and 
RUOOOBH; or to 


porlorm other similar notH. These iiro 
tho ordiutiry prnoticoHot einpiriaa and nro 
liitflily rujirolicniiiblu in u regular physi- 
ciiin." 


Now, if tho only reason for pro- 


hibiting 
tho practices mentioned 


above is that they uro "derogatory 
to tho dignity of the profession," it 
would not bo oxpootod that it shall 
greatly burden the conscience of tho 
average American physician, for dig- 
nity in a virtue which, to him, has 
lost much of its former importance, 
Lot us BOO if there bo no other ma- 
sons for this prohibition. 
.£ In tho outset it may as well bo 
understood that modicino is not an 
exact science. It never will bo. It 
has for its object (generally stated) 
un impossibility. 
Tho physicians' 


attempts to cure diHoiiBO-uro simply 
attempts to circumvent nature. 
An 


unalterable law has made man mor- 
tal, The relation of tho physician 
to hia follows and to diseases may 
be likened to that of o man who has 
imposed upon himself tho task of 
protecting u community from nuvtign 


Tho physician Htvulion tlio habits 


oE discuses, their modes o£ attack, 
their powor,tLioir liurs,thoir lioreonosB 
or savagery, uud learns how toward 
off thoir attacks, to mend thoir rents, 
to cujolo thorn iim'l now and thon to 
savo tbo victim temporarily from 
thoir destruction; but ho is never 
for u moment, froo from tho con- 
HciounflOBB that bonudull mon on- 
trusted to his proloction must inev- 
itably become the vicUiuB ol' other 
boasts. 


The importance uud ulfcer help- 


lossnoBB ot the physician uro 110 moro 
apparent to boreavod friends thnu 
to him. 
In view of his toatod ina- 


bility thou how can ho with honesty 
or with any ro^unl for honesty hold 
ont tho promiso of delivorenco to tbo 
Hicl;? lio may announce his willing 
purpoHo to do whatever ho in ublo, 
but ho may not promiso curoH, or by 
false or Hpouioua moans sunk to do- 
t:i»ivo. 
It WIIH with the full kaoul- 


oilgo of the fact that nil mon inuht 
die thai tho code forbatlo physicians 
to lio and to protond to bo able to 
(to/tm death. 


In general 
terinH, to which there 


live fow if any oxooptious, it may be 
mud that ho who publicly protends 
to POBBUBB ruro or unequalled skill in 
the cure of diseases, or to possoas 
apociiio remedies for tho cure of dis- 
eases, is iv jjifted liar und his gift is 
impndenee. 


It wan only after much painful ox 


porienco of the truth of this state- 
ment that that tho legislature of 111 
inois was obliged to sift out and bti 
lio tho worst of tho lot of charlatans 
and pretenders who run up and 
down the state Booking whom they 
might devour. 
Tho action of tile 


legislature mot with general appro- 
val, aud the people of tho stato are 
now ready for tho sake doconcy and 
dolivcronce to make tho moshos of 
tho seivo so much liner as to separate 
a still larger number, oflying loechos 
and ambulatiiiff Sangrados. I have 
no defense to urge in behnlt of Dr. 
Hunch. 
It is my opinion that if 


any defense is needed he can furnish 
it, but I call upon every good citixon 
to unite in a general warfare against 
tho whole brood of charlatans and 
vampires that has bo long infostod 
Illinois under the guiso of physi 
ciaiiH.
